•Freed by the action were 
Robert Hudgins, 35 years old, 
of'Cary, N. C.; George F. Dor- 
sett, 51, of Greensboro, N. C., 
arid Marshall R. Kernegay, 40, 
of,Raleigh, N. C. 

When indicted in 1966, Hudg- 
ins was the Klan’s imperial 
secretary, Dorsett its chaplain 
and Kernegay the grand drag- 
on for Virginia. 
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
